It must have been a couple 
of days before I lecovered conscious- 
ness. I found myself in a shollhole, 
ivith another man who was wounded 
>ut could move freely. 
During the 


lays and part of the nights the bom- 
jardment kept up. Shells fell all 
around but none happened to drop in 
our shellhole. At night Peters crept 
out and foraged among the dead for 
.craps of beef, iron rations and their 
waterbottles. After two or three day* 
t rained. We collected water in our 
caps. 


"That sort of existence lasted for 


over five weeks. J was' getting weak- 
er and weaker. 
One night Pcte'-s 


crawled out and did not conie bat.k. 
That left me without aid. Next night 
i party of Germans came into my 
hellhole. One lifted my left—luckily 
lot the broken one or I'd have yelled 


but they thought I was dead. I was 


covered with mud and looked like the 
other bodies covering the ground. 
During the next fortnight I managed 
o live on the reserve beef Peters had 
ollected. Then, feeling that nothing 
worse could happen I reserved to tr> 
o get into our lines. It was an inky 
night. First I crawled by mistake 
ight into a German line. Thrv -1'! ',

jardment kept up. Shells fell all 
around but none happened to drop in 
our shellhole. At night Peters crept 
out and foraged among the dead for 
.craps of beef, iron rations and their 
waterbottles. After two or three day* 
t rained. We collected water in our 
caps. 


"That sort of existence lasted for 


over five weeks. J was' getting weak- 
er and weaker. 
One night Pcte'-s 


crawled out and did not conie bat.k. 
That left me without aid. Next night 
i party of Germans came into my 
hellhole. One lifted my left—luckily 
lot the broken one or I'd have yelled 


but they thought I was dead. I was 


covered with mud and looked like the 
other bodies covering the ground. 
During the next fortnight I managed 
o live on the reserve beef Peters had 
ollected. Then, feeling that nothing 
worse could happen I reserved to tr> 
o get into our lines. It was an inky 
night. First I crawled by mistake 
ight into a German line.
